FARM 

All  the  butter,  eggs.  nnlk.  cream,  jxirk.  poultry.  Ncal  and  vegi'tablcs 
have  been  furnished  the  institution  from  the  farms,  produced  by  i»rison 
labor.  Also  part  of  the  beef.  Siirplus  crops  have  been  sold.  Land  owned 
by  the  ])rison  jiroduces  approximately  :'>(l(l  ions  of  hay  and  50,000  lbs. 
of  grain  i»er  year.  The  balance  of  our  crop  of  b;i.\'.  gr.-iin  and  vegetables 
is  rai.sed  (tn  leased  land.  We  should  have  ;iddilionai  farm  land  so  licit 
we  could  raise  sufficient  feed  |o  lake  rare  nl'  mir  needs  and  icduce  our 
purchases  lo  a  minimum. 

AUTO  LICENSE  PLATE  FAA  TORY 

A  total  of  103,128  paii's  (d'  passeng(M-  pl;iies.  24.037  pairs  o\'  iniek 
plates.  519  sets  of  dealer's  plates  and  1.253  pairs  of  exemiit  plates  were 
made   for   the  year  of  1931   at   a    cost   of  approximately    !('   per   pair. 

A  total  of  88,584  pairs  of  passenger  plates.  20.47(1  iiairs  of  tr\ick 
plates,  461  sets  of  dealer's  phites  and  1,410  pairs  of  exempt  plates  were 
made   for  the  year  of  1932  at  a   cost   of   appi-oxim.-itely   7c   jier   paii-.

I  am  snre  that  no 
one  who  stands  lieforc  two  or  tlircc  iiuntlred  of  tliose  men.  and  looks 
into  some  of  their  e;irnest  taces  believes  tiial  llie  enliic  blame  for  their 
delinquency  is  ii|iom  them.  The  breakini;  down  of  homes  and  the  in- 
justices of  our  social  and  economic  system  make  a  liberal  contribution 
to  rile  lu'ealvinj;'  of  laws.  With  these  tilings  in  mind,  the  Acting  Chaitlains 
have  a  sympathetic  attitude  tow.-ird  the  iinfort  nn;itc.  ^lany  are  greatly 
tempted  to  do  wrong,  and  at  the  same  lime  denied  the  opportunity  [a 
earn  theii-  living.

We  receive  the  most 
c<inrleons  .attention  from  the  guards,  and  ;i  lie.aity  respimsc  fi-om  the 
inmates  who  attend.  Considerinu  tlnit  tlie  attendance  is  optit)nal.  the 
percentage  is  good.  The  spirit  of  friendliness  is  api)re<-iate(l  and  we 
will  continue  to  give  onr  best  cndeaxors  while  they  meet  with  the 
Warden's  approval,   or  uidil    such    times  as  other  arran.nements  are   made.
